wore but in thoie infancy. It aseaus impos- 
sible to us now-a-days to believe that mass 
meetings aro but o thing of yesterdsy and 
that the public orator is a recent creation. 
Tho English Revolution of 1698 was not 
brought about by largo mootings nor by 
hustings speeches. Tho French Ravolu: 
tion of abundred years ago was fomeuted 
and carried to a climax without the aid of 
mass meotings. The frst time such 
meetings became usual was during tho 


and it is only sinco then that tho plat 
form or oratory, has become a constant 
power in the land. In tha year 1834 
William LY. wrote to Lord Melbourne that 
* Hie Majesty deprecates the practice of giv 
juggreat dinnera which are o.aort of political 
asrembly. Hoe also objects to 
speechifying particularly by individuals 
holding high oftice.’ Itinerant spoechifying 
has, however, grown to such a pitch that 
even the railway carriage an it elackane its 
paco is converted into a platform from 
whence to enunciate political opinions 10 
crowded meetings by ‘individuale holdin 

the highest offices.” Still tho faculty 0 
speech is fat behind tho art of writing. 
By the pon the poot, the rovelist, the 
dramatist can produce marvels of beauty 
and wondrous flights of rhetoric, but the 
art of speaking as compared with the art of 
writing ia but in i's infancy ;. whioh is the 
more powerful, one has only to. liston to’n 
good speaker to know. It is the indiyi- 
duslity of the speaker, if he bes any, that 
makes lectures, sermons, political speeches, 
aye after-dinner speeches attractive. The 
actor must be seon on the stage, not 
heard through a telephone, ‘Ihe sinver 
must be seen; it is not sufficient -that 
the sweet sounds he mskes are trans. 

The_ sermon 
mush ba heard from thy pul it—that. is, 
the individuality of the prosober must be 
added to the text, otherwise the enthusiasm 
is gona, tho sparkle is left out and the 
words appeal to oue only through tho hard 
medium of the printers’—type. Tho 
development of the facntty of debate is 
also ono of tha objects of sucisties of this 
Vind, By this it must not be underatcod 
that the mere power of angry wrangling is 
meant. Far other is the object. Tho first 
requisite in debate is tho powor of elf. 
control, He that ruleth his speech is 
better than he that ruleth a city; self- 
contral is the truest, grandest monarchy ; 
it never comes by inheritance and can be 
more readily acquired in the field of debate 
than in any other, Everyone of us must 
fight our battle, must conquer ourgalves if 
wo aspire to greatness, We have not all 
the power to suit the word to the idea, the 
epigram to tho occasion, or indulgo in 
motaphor; but we can learn to eimply 
defend and express onr idess without heat 
or querulousness which exclades neither 
fervent aluguence nor the passion atten- 
dsnt upon varvest discourse. In conclu

HONGKONG ODD VOLUMES.

Ifyou! yes.! you, the 
individual I now point at, have the ability 
you can-meke this Soclety vhe most won- 
detful ever known, Dv not put tho- blame 
on ‘them,’ ‘Take it home to yourself and 
blame yourself if this Society proves # 
failure or draga an ignoble existence, _ It is 
betausé you had not the: brains to take 
it = success, Let thera be no mis- 
take about this; no shuffling the res- 
ponsibility’on to others! shoulders; if you 
have. the power, that is, the intellectuat 
ability’ you can fashiqn the debates to your 
liking; you 0:0 lest the minds of tho 
mambers whither you please.
